Potatoes boiled and mashed while hot, 


are good to use in making short cakes and 


puddings; they save flour, and less short­ 


ening is necessary. 


Asparagus should be boiled fifteen or 


twenty minutes ; half an hour, if old. 


Green peas should be boiled from twenty 


minutes to sixty, according to their age; 


string-beans the same. 
Corn should be 


boiled from twenty minutes to forty, accord­ 


ing to age. 


Beet-tops should be boiled twenty min­ 


utes; and spinage three to lour minutes.— 


Put in no green vegetables till the water 


boils, if you would keep all their sweetness. 


It is a good plan to boil onions in milk 


and water ; it diminishes the strong taste of 


that vegetable.
